OW shall the wartime house- 
wife save food? This is a 
problem 
which the 
U. S. 


government office of home econo- 
mics Is trying with all its might to 
work out. 


The big war-time problem of con- 


serving food divides • itself naturally 
into two parts. How shall the house- 
wife avoid waste? And, secondly, 
how shall she buy her food supplies 
in such fashion as to get the most 
nutriment for least money? 


On this subejct Uncle Sam's ex- 


perts have a number of useful sug- 
gestions to offer—confined, however, 
in this article, to the cereal foods, 
which in every family make up the 


- bulk of the diet. 


Where food is concerned, Ameri- 


cans are said to be the most waste- 
ful people in the world. And in the 
average American household more 
bread goes to waste than any other 
kind of food. This happens mainly 
because the housewife does not know 
what to do with her stale bread. 


Bread that has been cut gets stale 


more rapidly than an uncut loaf and, 
unless the housewife plans very care- 
fully, she is likely to find her bread 


, box full of hard, dry slices and ends 


of loaves that are of no use on the 
table.

they will taste delicious. 


This "twice-baked" bread, if de- 


sired, may be crushed with a rolling- 
pin and used like a "ready-to-eat" 
breakfast cereal. Eaten with cream 
and sugar or otherwise, it is equally 
nutritious and highly satisfactory to 
the palate. 


Odds and ends of bread remnants 


may be cut up into small cubes and 
fried in lard, for use as "croutons" 
in soup—particularly pea soup, to 
which they are a great addition. 
Broken bread and re-heated gravies 
make a nourishing dish. 


French cooks frequently put scraps 


of stale bread into soups, just long 
enough before serving to allow them 
to soften. The familiar "croute-au- 
pot" (crust in the pot) of the best 
restaurants is biniply a thin soup 
with bread in it.

the same way. 
"Oatmeal Oysters." 


A dish with which few housewives 


are acquainted is "oatmeal oysters." 
The latter are croquettes of left-over 
oatmeal, dipped in egg and crumbs 
and fried. 


A cupful of rice weighs S ounces, 


a cupful of flour 4 ounces and a cup- 
ful of flaked breakfast cereal scarce- 
ly half an ounce. Obviously, then, 
it is not bulk that makes food-value. 
Weight is what counts. The house- 
wife is recommended to keep this in 
mind when she wishes to buy food 
as cheap as possible. 


One cupful of uncookpri rir-p or oat- 


meal will make over four cupfuls, 
boiled. But, of course, the difference 
in bulk represents merely the water 
that has been absorbed by the cereal. 
The housewife must allow for that 
when she reckons the quantity of 
nutriment that the dish supplies. 


On the other hand, if the cereal be 


cooked in skim milk, which is rich 
in "protein" (the stuff that makes 
muscle and blood), this valuable ma- 


terial is taken up by the oatmeal or 
rice, and the dish is just that much 
more nutritions. 


A cupful of rice cooked slowly in 


a double-boiler can be made to take 
up six cupfnls of skim-milk and the 
amount of tissue-building material 
the resulting dish contains will be 
about four times as great as that of 
the rice alone. 


Next to bread and biscuits, the 


most common way of using- cereals is 
in the form of the so-called breakfast 
foods. These preparations have been 
marvellously 
differentiated within 


the last lew years. Maize is pressed 
into thin flakes and baked crisp; rice 
in the -whole grains is cooked under 
pressure, so that they puff or pop 
like popped corn. Oats are partly 
cooked by steam and then run be- 
tween rollers which flatten them out. 
Here, Indeed, is one of the most re- 
markable developments of Yankee in- 
dn^rial ingenuity. 


The housekeeper who wishes to be 


economical should, in buying such 
products, note the net weight (which 
the law now requires to be marked 
on every package), and, from this 
and the price, reckon the cost per 
pound. Some breakfast foods retail 
at 48 cents a pound (15 cents for a 
B-ounce package); others at 5 or 6 
cents.

Remarkable Devices Used by Clever Insect Actors 


H 


UMAN conceit is apt to make 
man think that he alone has 
the power of mimicry and imi- 


tating by sound or action the ap- 
pearance of other animals or per- 
sons, but this is far from being the 
truth. 
During ages and ages the 


powers of insects have been de- 
veloped along the line of mimicry, 
so that today there are hundreds, if 
not thousands, o£ insects that are 
quite other than they seem to be. 
It this does jot make them actors, 
what can? It is piobably due to the 
struggle for survival that the power 
of mimicry has been so intensively 
developed, and millions of years 


have been required for the comple- 
tion of the process. 


Darwin was one of the first to 


prove that insects and animals take 
on the coloring of their environment 
so as to escape their natural ene- 
mies. 
Bird?, for instance, are in 


constant pursuit of butterflies, and 
a species of (he papilio. an edible 
butterfly, developed a close resem- 
blance to the danaidae, which are 
not eaten by the birds. In the earlv 
ages while the danaidae were grad- 
ually acquiring their distinctive col- 
oring, marking them out for preser- 
vation, some of the papilio, by an 
accidental variation, happened to be 
mistaken for the danaidae and were 


passed over oy the birds. This varia- 
tion of coloring was naturally trans- 
mitted by the papilio to some of 
their offspring which in turn es- 
caped, and thus these Increased in 
number, while the others fell an 
easier prey to the birds. Thus the 
marking which was to safeguard 
them gradually became a fixed char- 
acteristic, and mimicry had secured 
its result, the preservation of the 
type. 


In a similar way the insects most 


closely resembling a leaf or twig 
escaped the keen eyes of the birds, 
and multiplied and perfected their 
type, giving us what has been called 
the l*t>.f-in?pct. It is most remarka- 


ble how some Insects can imitate a 
snake. The American silk moth. 
(callosamia promethus) is a fine ex- 
ample. The rounded margin of the 
insect's forewings mimic the contour 
of a snake's head, while the mark- 
ings down the edge of the wings are 
identical in shape and color to the 
broad scales on the snake's body. 


The moth has a curious habit, de- 


veloped during many centuries, when 
at rest, or Ci-awling slowly abouc the 
leaves and sterns of plants of keep- 
ing up a constant, gentle, fanning 
motion of the wings which when 
seen from a short distance appear 
like a snake's head in the act of 
striking.

Much Waste of sugar and spoilage 


of jellies can be avoided by using 
a simple alcohol test recommended 
by the Bureau of Chemistry, Unite*' 
States Department 
of Agriculture. 


To determine how much sugar should 
be used with each kind of juice put 
a spoonful of juice in a glass and add 
to 'it one spoonful of 95 per centj 
grain alcohol, mixed by shaking the 
glass gently. Pour slowly from tho 
glass, noting how the pectin—the 
substance in fruits which makes them 
jell—is precipitated. 
If the pectin is 


precipitated as one lump a cup of 
sugar may be used for each cup i/f 
juice; if in several lumps the pro- 
portion of sugar mu«t be reduced 
to approximately three-fourths tha 
amount of the juice. 
If the pectin 


is not in lumps but is merely precip- 
itated, the sugar should be one-half 
or less of the amount of the juice. 
If tho juice shows no precipitation 
under this test, it Is unsuitable for 
jelly making and must be combined 
with apples or other juices rich in 
pectin. 


The housewife will do well before 


making- the test to taste the juice, MS 
fruits not as acid as good tart apple* 
probably will not make good jelly un- 
less mixed with other fruits which are

From study of tha remains of this

James Thorne, Social Democrat, La- 
bor member of parliament for West 
Ham, who in early life worked In a 
rope yard and brick field and edu- 
cated himself, was received by King 
George at Buckingham.

REASON for the wastefulness In 
many a kitchen, boch small and 
large, is that the small portion 
is not valued as it should be. Just 
as a single teaspoon of vanilla 


trill go a long" way in flavoring, eo will 
many a small thing—say, even chat part 
or tha carrot sterna between the leaves 
and the roc*, or the upper and green 
part of the'new onion, both of which 
commonly go into the waste. 


And what results in even greater loss 


to the eaters is the fact that a, great 
many people do not know how to cook 
the small person 
Take a soldier -who 


(.-rvoT-ij j-"»7" *o coo— a. sla^lu >-gg. &»r- 
haps on a hot rock In a box made out of 
an envelope* or make a. single cup of 
coffee out of a small portion, or in his 
mess cup to cook a single potato or a 


condensed milk or cream, or how to 
prepare his own small allowance of 
cereal—such a man will be far better 
ted than a comrade who is not so handy. 


In the tramp world srnaJl cookery in 


utensils made out of tin cans is common 
and seemingly satisfactory. 
In tho 


schoolgirl -world there is sometimes ac- 
complished In a small way effects sim- 
ilar to those procured by the poor artists 
m Paris, who have often become highly 
superior cooks on an inconceivably 
small money allo-wanee. 


When basket buying becomes more 


common with us it will be easier to buy 
tne small portion—the single mushroom, 
ns In foreign, markets, the single onion 
[present prices might bring that about], 
two or three, potatoes, a three inch 
square of squash. The seller wastes no 
paper and string, and. being at no ex- 
pense for deliver}', as. In some localities, 
even today, more willing to accommo- 
uaXe in. thiti way than most people be- 
lieve. I often, buy one or two tomatoes, 
a stalk of celery, one artichoke, etc., in 
one of the leading groceries. 


A dainty and rather inspiring economy 


can only be mastered when on« -under- 
stands how to procure and utilize to 
advantage th-& small portion. The whole 
essence of the airt of seasoning meats, 
and even, vegetables and eggs, depends 
on knowing how to use one onion, or 
one-fourth of an onion, or even on« slice, 
wrapping- the rest In wax paper to pre- 
serve It, of using one clo-*e of garlic, on© 
stem of celery, a half inch bit of green 
ginger, etc., <5r a bit of chives grown in 
a pot in the kitchen or some of the 
spring: sprouts. 


E<jually important Is it to know bow to 


use the teaspoon of granulated' tapioca, 
or vegetable gelatin, or the tablespoon 
of flour, or cornstarch, or arrowroot, or 
rice flour. In thickening little prepara- 
tions that etshance/our dishes1 In all sorts 
of ways. 
Plain pilot bread or any 


cracker, dry and unpalatable, perhaps, 
may be made quite the opposite by dip- 
ping It in a hot sauce made of one table- 
spoon of butter and one of flour, cooked 
together, and then with one cup of boil- 
Ing water Hot foods are more econom- 
ical for the body than, cold ones. They 
conserve beat, which represents body 
work. 


Two cooking methods that are of 


great service in small preparations are 
those of whipping and whisking. A cup 


eaten with a. little sugar, may be quite 
as agreeable es a junket By Judicious 
whipping a one-Jialf pint bottle of cream 
may serve a family of two or three in 
four different ways. Nowadays whipped 
cream, perhaps sweetened a bit, is eaten 
on caiie andi gingerbread, on cooked 
creams, pumpkin and cream pies, on 
pudding's, on top of many soups and 
ealads as a garmsh, on ice cream or 
w\tth the sundae, on a compote of fruit, 
in the cup of cocoa or coffee, etc. It is 
essential to the desaert jellies. It Js the 
characteristic part of the parfalts, char- 
lotte russes and mousses; and Bavarian 
creams. 


Whipped Cream and Dates. 


Four tablespoons 
of 
cream, thick 


enough to whip, may often be taken off 
the Quart of milk. If cold to chill it 
will whip readily. 
"Use a cup with a. 


bowl-like bottom instead of one with. 
any creases, and the turbine egg beater. 
Ttiese four tablespoons will yield at 
least 100 food units. One and one-third 
tablespoons of thick cream j'ield 100 
cakxrlea or food units. Suppose- this is 
added to a quarter of a poun6 of dates,

In tha fe± tried out one sliced onion 
without browning it, atir Into the whole 
a half tablespoon of flotrr. then add one- 
hall can. of corn, one medlnm raw 
potato sliced, and one cup of -water, 
stirring well nntfl it boila. I«et cook 
about fifteen mtoatea- Add then two 
cups of milk and let come to- a toon, then 
afld two rolled crackers. 


A few tablespoons of cream improves 


this, and a. tablespoon of-whipped cream 
served on each cup of soup Improves 
it, but may cool it too much unless the 
cups are hot, as they always should 
be, acyway.

AN FRANCISCO, June oO.— 
The municipal musical enter- 
prises are beginning to worry 
the municipal authorities. The 
city is supporting three ef- 
forts to furnish popular har- 
mony to the masses. 
Fred- 


erick Schiller and his munici- 
pal 
ovclip'siva 
t'he so-cal'i1'! 


symphony concerts in the au- 


ditorium at the nominal admission price of 10 cenis. 
Lemare has been placed in official charge of the gre.it 
municipal organ at a salary of slO.diiu a year, und 
the municipal band draws an equal amount. 
It w,<s 


represented that the symphony concur!s \vou!d lie 
self-supporting, being so cheap and grand that the. 
populace would flock in. But they have steadily de- 
clined iu interest, lill the receipts are negligible. Le- 
mare is an artist, but organ concert.-, a:e loo deep for 
hoi polloi, and the great instrument's tones resound 
through the auditorium mostly to empty chairs. The in- 
creased expense of this "great necessity," music for 
the masses, is attracting the attention of those who " 
are held responsible for the public outlay, which 
brings up acrimonious discussions. It has been sug- 
gested, for instance, by other of the subsidized hat- 
monists. that the municipal band be separated from 
the public teat; but the municipal band is composed 
of forty musicians, all of whom vote and many of 
whom are active at election time. 
Supervisor Hynes 


is the only member of the board who is a musician. 
He finds himself in an uncomfortable position be- 
tween the triangular fires of the three beneficiary 
bodies and in a measure answerable to his confreres. 
The other members of the music committee are Gal- 
lagher and Brandon. 
The musical gratt is able to 


bring to bear some journalistic support, and thus gets 
past with Gallagher; while Brandon's car for linv- 
m'ony is not delicately attuned. 
Supervisor Hynes' 


suggestion that the favor of the municipal symphony 
be rotated—that some well-known conductor like Min- 
etti or Steindorff be given a chance, now that the 
representations of the Schiller contingent have failed 
of realization—has been met with scorn. 
Meantime 


the public pays and nobody goes, but a very ordinary 
musician drawn down £100 per for wielding the baton. 
The Mayor's Veto 


Two items upon which the Mayor's dissent to the 


budget were centered and M'hich are of interest to a 
curious public are those of Clerk Forbes and the 
Klink, Bean Company. Forbes is a clerk in the office 
of the Board of Supervisors, and the Klink. Bean Pom- 
pany is an accounting firm employed to establish a 
system of keeping definite track of the city's business. 
That Forbes should be singled out to feel the full 
force of'a veto which sought to deprive him of a job 
worth less than §200 a month has puzzled a good 
many. 
The reason that has been assigned is that 


Forbes is non grata because, at the municipal election, 
he worked ostentatiously for Schmitz. 
Schmitz was 


rather decisively beaten, but the fact that an employee 
'of the city was favorable to him ami inimical to his 
opponent evidently still rankles. There is an indica- 
tion of the gulf between the Mayor and the board in 
the fact that the veto was overriden and Forbes con- 
tinued in his job. The triviality of the matter makes 
the action of the board more noticeable. It is almost 
extraordinary that the legislative body -should thus 
defy the Mayor by nullifying his veto in such a petty 
matter. The failure to pass the Klink-Bean item of 
the budget over the veto was due to its unpopularity 
with the board as well as the Mayor. A rigid system 
of accounting, which would show exactly what is 
being done with the city's money and make it im- 
possible to flash a situation different from that which 
exists, or to juggle funds about, would not lie popu- 
lar with the present regime. It evidently is not popu- 
lar with the Mayor, though the only justification of 
his action was a statement that if any such system is 
needed the State Board of Accounting should recom- 
mend and install it. The general public is not con- 
cerned whether a municipal employee loses his job, but 
il is imereMPd \\iieu the cause disclosed is not OTI 
higher ground than is shown: and it is more likely to 
be interested in and even to disapprove of a veto of a 
proposition to install a modern system of accounting. 
Lull Not Complaisant 


It will be recalled that the Mayor was more than 


half a year in finding a successor io City Attorney 
Long. 
He carried the matter through 
,-,n election, 


wherein he tried to get the salary raised, the term ex- 
tended and the tenure made more solid. 
He repre- 


sented that a competent attorney could not be had at 
the present salary of §5000 and linear the present con- 
ditions. The measure to change the salary and status 
failed, and two or three who were offered the job re- 
fused it tor apparently other reasons \\r.\\t those stated 
by the Mayor, when he ended the long wait by appoint- 
ing George Lull, the chief deputy. To a good many it 
appeared at the time that the Mayor wanted sub- 
serviency more than any other qualify. a< the objec- 
tion to the prior occupant who h;)d Held the office fop 
a dozen year> was that he disagreed wiih the Mayor, 
such disagreement becoming 'so pronounced that he 
found it iindoMiMb1" to continue on the job. 
But if 


the first object of the Mayor wa« to find a complais- 
ant incumbent he did not wholly succeed. The first 
test came in the opinion rendered a« to the Mayor's 
veto of the budget. City Attoiney Lull slated quite 
clearly what could be done in a veto and what could 
not, under the terms of the charter. The Mayor Bought 
to make over some parts of the budget. The TMstrict 
Attorney expressed tjie opinion that "the power of the 


Mayor lies in vetoing an item of the budget solely. He 
is not given the power to reform or make over the 
budget." 
So after going so far afield for a complais- 


ant legal advisor the Mayor came back home and a}>- 
pointed one who. as might be said, bawls him out un 
(he first opportunity. 
Immigration Service 


Investigation of the immigration bureau has been 


going on spasmodically for several years. Startling 
charges have been made from time to time as to irreg- 
ularities and graft, to die away without anything 
being done about them. These have mostly centerr-d 
around the Chinese, who are always willing to pay 
tlien- nay. and cumiiug about disclosing iacts aooui 
official favors. 
For the last four months there has 


been a solicitor here from the Department of Labor 
prying into things. He is equipped with plenary pow- 
ers and one of the results .of his investigation has been 
the summary suspension of one of the best known in- 
spectors in the service. "Will" Gassaway has been a 
familiar figure around the custom house for more 
than twenty years. He has been a genial man about 
town longer than that, and he has a circle of friends 
who will undoubtedly accept his declaration that the 
charges against him are unfounded. There has been 
continuous complaint on the part of the Chamber of 
Commerce as to the methods of handling the Chinese 
business by the immigration bureau, but this body has 
not gone so far as to charge malfeasance. The charges 
have rather been in the direction of unnecessary harsh- 
ness. The charges made by the solicitor are sweeping 
and definite and will have to be threshed out by grand 
juries and courts. 
Internal Revenue Collector 


The transfer of Justus Wardell from the surveyor- 


ship of the port to the collectorship of internal reve- 
nue is not an advance, unless it may be considered 
that 
enormously increased responsibility and de- 


creased pay are promotions. The surveyorship is a 
routine job, for the most part run by clerks; the in- 
ternal revenue department requires eternal vigilance 
and entails responsibility for a corps of subordinates 
scattered over the district, not to say study and calcu- 
lation as to frequent changes in the revenue laws that 
ever afford new problems. The surveyorship of the 
pon, together with the naval office, are the two snaps 
at the' custom house. They are often referred to as 
the vermiform appendices of the service, which could 
be readily eliminated with a readjustment on modern 
lines. 
There is a covert understanding around the 


custom house that Wardell desires the change to get 
out from under the domination of Collector Davis. He 
has not hit it off amicably with the collector, as in- 
ueeu tew 01 tne omcuils subordinate to the head of 
the service are said to have done. The internal reve- 
nue is entirely "separate from the customs department 
sen-ice, and it may reasonably be that this is an at- 
traction that makes the office desirable to one who 
has had experience in the latter service. 
Freight Rate Hearing 


A most important hearing is in progress in the 


Phelan building, wherein the railroads are making 
their arguments before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission for an increase of 15 per cent in freight rates. 
The occasion has given rise to many interesting 
illustrations and comparisons, to impress the officials 
in particular and the non-railroad mind in general 
with the railroad burden. For instance, it is repre- 
sented that the increase within the last two years in 
the cost of a Mallet engine would buy a IGO-acre farm 
at S125 an acre, build a S5000 residence on it, buy 
§2500 worth of machinery. 25 dairy cows at $75 each, 
hni-ses ana wagons to the value of $700, a §1500 au- 
tomobile, and leave $150 for incidentals. This is 
another statement: 
''The railroads would not have 


asked" for a 15 per cent increase if they did not think 
it was necessary to avoid being crippled under the 
pressure of a nation at war. Poland might have been 
saved by better railroads in Russia; Belgium might 
have been saved with better transportation for French 
troops; even Germany, with forty years' preparation, 
is 'suffering now from shortage of rolling equipment. 
Today Awi^v raM"n:'/!< f<u.• ,\ hu\ u!<,m.tu u&k." 
The directness with which every point is made and 
every question met at this hearing testifies to the 
aienness of the modern railroad man. On the other 
hand, shippers have several stories to tell to offset the 
claims of the railroads for the blanket 15 per cent rate 
increase. 
The fruit men are protesting against it, 


affirming that with increase in the cost of crates and 
other production costs are sufficiently menacing their 
business. A 15 per cent rai.-c in the co<a of distribu- 
tion would make the price of fruit so high as to cut off 
a large portion of the present dorr-ami and seriously 
affect the eastern fruit market. The public will have 
to pay the increase of any rate?, and it is properly 
watchful. 
Railroad Economies 


The Southern Pacific people do not count on the 


completion of their building to the last detail before 
the time set, September 15. but it is so far along that 
they will begin moving next month. It will he a vast 
job to transfer the archive-; and paraphernalia ami 
at the same time not interrupt business. There will 
be tons of documents to handle. Tons have already/ 
beeo transferred to the building formerly occupied bv 
the Brandensteins, which has been made an adjunct 
to the main building. The Kailroad Commission re- 
quire* certain records to be kept four years after they 
have served their purpose, and great storage space 
is necessary in consequence. The first department to 
move will be the freight auditing department on (he 
fourth floor of the Flood building. 
Gradually other 


departments Xvill be installed in their jiciv quarters,

and by the time the lease on the present quarters 
is up. which is October 1, th& immense mass of records 
and the 2200 clerksSvill be quartered in the new'and 
permanent home. In this connection Manager Scott 
lias impressed upon all departments the necessity of 
economy. He urges employees to see that waste is 
avoided. For instance, half-page stationery is to be 
used wherever admissible, instead of full page; cheese 
cloth is to be substituted;.for feather dusters; a cheaper 
quality of soap-must suffice, while white paper is co

He figured 
out exactly the saving that could thus be effected. -The 
suggestion was received with much derision and was 
not largely followed. How different it is today is 
illustrated by the comprehensive recommendation 
along the same lines, which amounts to f.n order, of 
the general manager. 
The Silent Jury 


Every day the silent and self-impanelled jury as- 


sembles at the Moooey trial and sits through the pro- 
ceeding in ostentatious "impartiality." The jury is 
frankly composed of sympathizers! of the accuse^-

therefore cannot be expected to approve anything that 
is not in her i'avor. This proceeding is a new device, 
and' its purpose is rather plain.. No judicial notice 
has been taken of it and none may be. though if formal 
attention was called to it official action could result 
without any violence to the proprieties. Jurors who 
are penned up day after day and have to listen to the 
tedious proceedings are pretty sure to acquire nerves, 
and the silent presence of twelve men in the same 
place and attitude day after day, and whose purpose 
is palpable, is likely to get on the same. The silent 
jury is not the least noticeable effort of its kind 
characterizing this trial. 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
. The very recent death of Judson Clements results 
in another vacancy on the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, and increases the probability of one of the

And what 
will or can be done now is not plain. No radical 
change will be possible till- some modification of the 
charter is achieved. That will not be easy when the 
object is merely to reform abuses. The superintend- 
ent, for instance, is elected. This means that the man 
with the best ability to marshal votes gets at the head 
of the educational department, rather than the man 
Avho has gained a reputation as an educator. The 
present head of the schools is a legacy of the Schmilz 
regime. This is not saying that lie is of the class that 
made that regime malodorous but it is saying that 
he is not of a class' likely to place the school depart- 
ment of a great city on a high plane. In other days 
he blew a horn in a band. That is no more against 
him as a citizen than it is a recommendation lor him 
as an educator. 
What will come of the voluminous 


survey report does not yet appear. It cannot be 
learned -at the office of the Board of Education 
whether it will be printed.. The board has been fur- 
nished -with a single copy, \vhich seems to be more 
than it demanded; but the public might be interested 
in what was found and recommended, if it was af- 
forded opportunity to read it in its entirety. 
Financial Activity 


Financial institutions and circles are experiencing 


a relief and turning to their more legitimate affairs, 
which have been much interrupted in the past month. 
First the draft registration. This did not directly" in- 
volve finances but was a distraction that was felt in 
all circles. 
But the Liberty Loan campaign for the 


time paralyzed all other financial efforts, and the at- 
tention of financiers was diverted to the one object 
of raising two billions for the government. On the 


paign, when captains of finance again dropped their 
several affairs and worked for the success of this great 
enterprise. Sow it is expected that these matters are 
sufficiently out of the way to allow business to re- 
sume its wonted sway. Immediately with the end of 
the Red Cross campaign the announcements of the 
bond houses reappeared. Notwithstanding the mid- 
summer season, it is expected that great financial 
activity will ensue because of the long season of non- 
action consequent upon the financing of national war 
undertakings, and the consequent neglect of commer- 
cial and industrial projects that were up for con- 
sideration. 
Money Poured in 


Otto Irving Wise, who acted as master of cere- 


monies at the Red Cross mass meeting Saturday night, 
was a host indeed in entertaining the crowd and 
encouraging its generous instincts. The vast assem- 
blage was in an amiable mood from the outset, but 
it surpassed itself through the ingenuity and wit of 
the master of ceremonies. The occasion was reminis- 
cent of the old-time California opulence in 'such 
matters. 
Every incident and occurrence was taken 


advantage of, and a good many dollars were gathered 
in through turning to quick account suggestions and 
incidents that were entirely impromptu. A notable 
instance was that in which the man from Cleveland 
figured. He claimed the attention of the master of 
rprrmnmW from the gallery, stating y> litre he was 
from and how he was wrought up — that tie enthu- 
siasm and generosity beat anything that he had ever 
seen; and he declared he would like to have one of the 
little red baskets with which the picturesque nurses 
were equipped in their sallies among the audience 
gathering funds. He said he would give twenty-five 
dollars for one of these receptacles as a souvenir. He 
started something, and a very considerable sum was 
realized from the suggestion.

space in which to defend 
them. 
Tho difficulties and 


expense Incidental upon tho 


establishment of a good 
lawn have, 


however, kept many people from tho 
task and 
led them 
to substituting 


other sorts of growth. Nothing else 
can really take the place of a lawn. 
Kroni the landscaping point of view, 
it is as necensary to tho whole picture 
as its a canvas to a painter, it is Hie 
lanclscaper's first postulate. Through 
it ho projects walks and drives; be- 
yond it he plants shrubs and trees; be- 
side it ho places his herbaceous bor- 
der. The soft, brilliant surface of a 
well-laid lawn fills the need well. It 
_js-rosl(ul to the glance and Inviting to 
the footstep. Once firmly established, 
it pan bo depended upon to resist all 
ordinary wear and to serve, therefore, 
almost as practically for a thorough- 
lure is the walks themselves. 


In landscape gardening the lawn Is 
axiomatically a place that ii surround- 
ed, but not occupied. Us clfectivenesa 
is in indirect ratio almost to the square 
of KH extent. The more extensive u. 
lawn is, the more Impressive it is, and 
I he more can be done with It. Kvery 
effort ought, therefore, to be made, 
when the lawn space is being devised,. 
to make this as large as possible. One 
way, by bringing a front walk to tho 
housr over the side of tho lot Instead 
of the center, has been mentioned. An 
all-toa-common way of detracting from 
the l.iwn space la to plant beds or 
shrubs or trees in its center No plan- 
tations should ever bo permitted in a. 
lawn, but relegated always to its bor- 
der. Thero they not only give it a 
presentable backing, but refrain as 
well Irom dividing it Into smaller and 
iess impressive portions. Walks and 
drives that must perforce bo laid over 
what might otherwise be lawn space 
should be put at as low a grade as 
possible and the grans HIP down to 
their edges in a convex curve. Thcjr 
obtrusiveness is tlnjs so minimized that 
at a little distance they may oven actu- 
ally disappear and the lawn seem to 
run on 
continuously. Any extensive 


Jawn surface should bis graded to a 
slight convex curve rather than laid 
flat, 
fn front of average city dwell- 


ings, where the lawn is apt to be small, 
this rule cannot be rigidly enforced. 
II'. however, the house level la above 
the sidewalk the lawn ought neither to 
be bi ought out level from tho house 
and dropped over a sudden terrace, 
nor giaded to a uniform 
Hlnnt from 


house to walk, but rather constructed 
on a so-called "ogee" curve, which 
starts convexly at the holuie and ends 
with (i slightly concave, almost level, 
sweep at the walk. Whore a very ox- 
tcnrlv" lawn cannot well present a 
convex .slope throughout, it In best laid 
with slight undulations. Utc moic ex- 
tensive and the milder the;, arc, the 
better.

sand. It will not, in fact, grow much 
if anything else, Kven a more com- 
pact sandy soil is difficult to treat, 
and must in some Instance* be eithier 
entirely replaced with & hotter soil 
brought into the site or made avail- 
able by Inler-mlxturo with imported 
clay or plentiful humua in 'he form of. 
manure, forest mold and 
the 
like. 
What aro known as Sanely loams are 
inferior for lawn purpose^ only to clay 
loams, which represent as nearly as 
possible the ideal soil type for this 
purpose. 
Clay adobes 
which pack 


heavily after a rainfall and crack un- 
der succeeding suns must be consider- 
ably lightened by plowing 
or deep 


spading, treated with considerable llmo 
and their humus content increased by 
heavy additions of manure.

The first requisite of a good lawn 
site Is ix well-draining, more or less 
porous subsoil. 
If the 
subsoil 
is 


heavier in itu consistency than 
tho 


soil above and packed hard, it should 
bo opened up with the subsoil plow 
or, on smaller areas, tho whole site 
trenched a good two feet 
or 
more 
deep. 
The addition of u few Inches 


of manure to tho subsoil during tho 
trenching operations will help to keep 
it open and porous. 
Lawn soil ought 
to be thoroughly open for the pass- 
age of moisture and the penetration 
of roots to at least three feet. 
Tho 
roots will not go that far, but tho 
deeper tho moisture continues, 
the 


deeper they will go, and the cooler 
and riore uniform and healthful con- 
ditions they will find.

son, rocky ledges a little way below 
the surface must bo taken out with 
the.

Trunks of trees and other debris must 
bo cleaned out of tho soil, unless they 
are small and disappear some dis- 
tance before tho surface is reached.

To make tho Ideal clay 
loam sufficiently rich in plant food 
to support tho lawn for several sea- 
sons to come 
almost 
certainly de- 


mands tho application of natural or 
artificial manures, 
if it la possible 


to put the site In condition a season 
before the lawn hus to be sown, tho 
most advisable thing to do is to sow 
tho site to green immure crops of 
some sort and turn the.se under when 
they have reached maturity. Weeds in 
tho soil will have sprouted by that 
time and will be got rid of through 
the same operation. 
A dressing of 


lime may bo given before this green 
crop is grown or at the time It Is 
turned under, or Independently If a 
green manure crop Is not used, and 
most soils will l>o found to profit by 
it. 
Lime not only .sweetens the soil 


but, 
In heavy clays, helps to break 


up the solid structure, and permit tho 
rnoro oven flow of moisture.

ther assist in the preparation of the 
surface soil.

masses of his subjects and he has 
felt the undercurrent which Is ever 
threatening

Hohenzollerns, Hindenburg, and the 
rest. 
And 
Ackerman, 
a 
trained 


writer, possesses the ability to tell 
what he has seen. 


The book, "Geimany, The 
Next 


Republic'" is a history of the war 
written by an American in Germany. 
We who know of the days before this 
country's entiance into the struggle 
as an era of notes, sinkings, and diplo- 
matic controversies, have had little 
information as to what was going on 
at the other end. We have not been 
told, and the word was not allowed to 
be sent from Germany, how the Ger- 
mans jeceived our notes, what their 
attitude wu.'i toward the Lusitania, the 
submarine Question, and the possible 
entrance of America into the war. 
Ackerman tells all this. 


The inside story of the warring 


political factions in Germany, 
the 


battle between Kiel and Berlin, the 
Foreign Office and the Navy parties, 
is told in a way to Illuminate many 
chapters In a period which has been 
hard to understand 
It was Beth- 


mann-IIollweg against Tipplt/t, until 
the former, 'In the face of a public 
opinion, forgot his promises and gave 
in, and it has been from the first the 
party that would keep the friendship 
of the United States against the one 
that would use the submarine relent- 
lessly. 
The iWriter tells of the cam- 


paign of hate launched against this 
country and he tells of the hope of 
President Wilson in the early stages 
of tha war that Hollwog and the 
democratic party would be able to 
effect peace.

On this awaken ing, the Now Yoi k 


Post has this to say: 


"A now kind of art and a new kind 


of artist have be< n evolved. 
It is a 


poor rule that works only ono way, 
and from buying-.ind-sclling may de- 
velop art, as fiom art may develop 
buying-and-selling 


"Window-dressing is the technical 


name of this new art, which Is reully 
not a new art at all, but was recog- 
nised with a, sudden start as such by 
Now 
York 
only this week, when 


Frederick A. JIoI fman, of Allman's, 
spoke, along with curators and dhec- 
tors and art oxpfrts of all kinds, at 
tile annual mooting of the American 
Association of Mmeums at the Metro- 
politan Art Museum. 


"He took us his text the art and 


the psychology of shop-window dress- 
ing as i elated to the methods of in- 
stallation and display of museums. 
Mr. Hoffman spoke especially of th« 
windows for which women's clothes 
ore the units of design, which was 
well, since most of tho miles of the 
avenue of plate-glass are given up to 
that. 


"But tho general principles of de- 


sign and spacing and color appeal and 
suggestion which he laid down apply 
also to the dressing of all kinds of 
windows. 


"Tho name of this kind of artist 


never appears in connection with his 
work. 
In fact, ho is seldom if ever 


thought of by the great majority of 
the people who are his public. 


"He uses instead of oils or water 


colors or clay or marble the most 
gloriously 
colored 
and 
exquisitely 


woven textiles and fabrics; he paints 
his pictures with them, not on canvas, 
but sots them up behind plate-glass 
as on an easel; he works as swiftly 
and unself-consclously as one of these 
men who make iiculpturo of sand at 


popular teaches; and ho has for hla 
following the whole passing, shifting 
populace of tho avenue, for it wa.s 
chiefly of the avenue that Mr. Hoff- 
man spoke. 


"This window-dressing long ago had 


passed the phase of being just a 
'knack,' he said, Thnl it had- become 
something quite other than knack was 
testified to, ho also said, by the fact 
that he was theie at all, in that 
august assemblage of the connoiscur 
and tho curator. 
Ills general prin- 


ciples for showing goods were tho 
same as those of tho museum people 
—to carry out a definite design and 
space-filling system; to put the most 
important objects nearest tho center, 
as well as the largest objects; to avoid 
overcrowding, etc." 


"But, and ono now dares to say it, 


there Is a little more color and sug- 
gestion 
about the window methods 


of display than about the museum 
methods. 
For what tho window says, 


and the museum cnse does not, is 
this: 
'STou can buy these things, have, 


these things for your own 
You may 


come inside this store and touch and 
feel them and carry them home with 
you. This Is only a hint, a suggestion. 
Inside of this store aro other things, 
even nicer things. 
This window is 


only a crack in a doorway.' 


"And, if the design of the window 


is so perfect that no one even thinks 
about its being a design, if the colors 
spread" out are of tho kind which 
attract rather than repel, one goes in, 
and, ten to one, one touches and buys 
and cairios away. Epecially docs tho 
color matter. 


"Any one can learn the fundamen- 


tals of design; any one can learn to 
drape the wondrous stuffs without 
cutting them (for, although window 
decoration started years ago with a 
display of 7%-cent calico, it uses now 
materials worth sometimes hundreds 
of dollars a yard); but It takes a real 
artist to 
know 
about 
this 
color 


psychology, around which the whole 
finesse and spirit of a dresser's work 
is built. 


"Certain kinds of stuffs and sug- 


gestions will attract a certain kind 
of desired buyer, if they are &hown 
In the colors which will not repel that 
same kind of bu:s or. Sometimes color 
must be that winch is expected, some- 
times not; in somo garments one 
wants to seo the usual, in some the 
extraordinary. 
Tho color schemes of 


Eighth avenue, Seventh avenue, Sixth 
avenue, and Fifth, would make an 
interesting contrast, and comment on 
tho kinds of cu&tomers to bo at- 
tracted,' as well as on the acumen 
of the window dressers. But it Is nol^ 
unlikely that the Eighth avenue man 
knows the response of his passing 
public as well as does the Fifth, 
although tho fineness of his peicep- 
tlon may be in propoitlon to the 
delicacy of the response, 


"After all, a shop and a museum 


are not so very different. They have 
other things In common besides their 
methods of display."

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Conductor Disapproves 
Of Women Players 


It would bo interesting to Hoar 


Nikolai Sokolov and Richard ITage- 
man in debate on the question of em- 
ploying women Instrumentalists in or- 
chpstral work. 
Wo know Sokolov's 


beliefs by his practice, and Hagcnmn's 
idens arc set forth In a recent Inter- 
view published In the Norfolk Pilot: 


"The development 
in 
orchestral 


work in this country lias been very 
marked. 
The tendency towards 
it 


grows stronger a'l the lime. 
Any 


woman with some musical knowledge 
can tell that for herself. 
But even 


move striking than the growth Is the 
fact that there are still numbers of 
big towns that have no orchestras. 
The cities that now have orchestras 
can be counted 911 t%vo hands with 
ten fingers. 
Why1" this is 1 could not 


say absolutely, 
Americans love mu- 


sic, but there is a certain lack. 


"If the women in every city would 


band themselves, or even work as in- 
dividuals to do this, it would mean a 
tremendous advance in culture. 
As 


far as this generation is concerned, 
it is already too lata to see any great 
musical awakening. 


"The trouble with ragtime Is that 


it is always popping- up at the wrong 
moment. It is Hire bad children, like 
little boys coming up while you are 
making some beautiful philosophical 
remark, and saying s o m e t h i n g 
naughty. 
Rag-time in its influence is 


much the same in effect as cheap 
literature. 
I don't believe it does as 


much harm to the children, though, 
as it cloos to their elders. 
It seems 


to pass over them without affecting 
them one way or the other it is with 
adults that the influence lingers, and 
lowers standards and vitiates taste. 


"The form of music most worth 


while for the women of a city to work 
for, the most complete and perfect of 
all music, the only instrument pos- 
sible in the world, is the orchestra! 
In all conservatories and schools a 
bigger point should be made' of teach- 
ing children orcheatral playing. There 
is nothing that will so develop their 
musical taste and awaken their In- 
terest in music. 
As I said a while 


ago, the men in America arc much 
too busy to see that this is done. It 
is the woman's problem. 
Indeed, 1 


think that any sort of art, whatever 
it is, always depends more for its de- 
velopment'on the feminine world than 
on the masculine. I suppose that this 
is because women's natures, or their 
souls, call it what you will, are more 
responsive. They show their response 
less, but they feel more. 
A few men. 


when they like a thing will make a 
big demonstration, but twice as many 
women, stirred to the same pleasures, 
will be silent. 


"As yet America has produced no 


music that is worth while. There is 
no native music; but that Is no proof 
that a nation is unmusical. Take, my < 
own country, Holland. 
Holland 
la 


very musical, very critical, and we are 
considered one of the most difficult 
of nations to please. Tet we have no 
compositions, 
not as much as you 


have. The thing is something 
that 


cannot bo explained. But ono can at 
least say this much: Therj will never 
ho an American composer unless he 
is better than any European com- 
poser, for unless he Is better 
ho will 


not be acknowledged. They will say: 
'He Is very good; but so and so sounds 
so much better.' 
To come into his 


own, your American 
composer will 


have to be absolutely original In his 
work, absolutely away from beaten 
paths. So far this man has not ap- 
peared. American composers arc all 
Imitators, with few exceptions. Mac-

Have Critics An Excuse 
For Existence? 


(Prom the London Musical News.) 
It is essential to recognize that a 


critic like those whom he criticises, 
is a creature of his own time, and 
therefore to some extent of circum- 
stances also. 
He is poverned by the 


conditions of his education and hla 
environment; ho is limited by his own 
individuality, being In these respects 
no dlfferenijt rom the ntst of mankind. 
The public, however, have a right to 
expect of him certain qualifications 
which they themselves aa a. body do 
not possess, 
such 
qualifications ns 


musical training-, not i o much in per- 
formance as In appre< latlon, as exact 
knowledge of what constitutes good 
or bad execution, as 
pure taste, as 


fairness 
and 
open-mindcdnesH, 
all 


joined to the ability lo express him- 
self with vigor and cliarncss. 


The question is, does the average 


critic 
fulfil 
these 
requirements? 


Speaking broadly, we believe he docs. 
Here and there it may be that 11 par- 
ticular man falls short of a reason- 
able ideal, but on tin- whole wo be- 
lieve the world of music would faro 
badly in the absence of criticism. 
It 


should be superfluous to point out 
that we do not subscribe to the popu- 
lar error that criticism means finding 
fault; etymotoglcally it means passing 
judgment, and that, it need scarcely 
be 'said, may be favorable. The critic 
then is a Judge, and therefore Is In 
honor bound to be impartial. Our ex- 


perience KOCS to show that critics as 
n rule (ire inclined—at any rate in 
print—to lean towards the sido of 
mercy and "to give tho prisoner the 
benefit of the doubt." 
The artist or 


composer who smarts undci what ho 
considers the unjnstnc.'s of the ver- 
dict upon his work, may derive what 
comfort he may from tho fact that 
his critic has tempered tho wind to 
the shorn lamb, and linn not set down 
in their fulness the opinions he en- 
tertains.

First and 
foremost it is lo uphold a worthy 
standard in all that belongs to art,

experience enables them, to pronounce

taste they are not entitled to be dog- 
matic; they can only Slve their verdict 
for what it is worth, as being the 
judgment of a particular Individual.

The country Is overrun by a small army 
of spies, persons of both- sexes whose 
work is to spv into Dutch affairs, to spy 
upon the belligerents and sometimes to 
spy upon one ancther.

The infantry of a. division is made UP 
of three brigades each of three regiments.

trenches. They must be constantly alert 
when on that shift and at the same time 
be careful of their o\\n artillery, which 
is stationed in their rear and shoots over 
their heads.

The nearest supporting artillery—ex- 
cepting the machine gun nests and trench 
mortars, which are in the first-line 
trenches—consists of light field pieces in 
the second-line. 
These have effecti\e 
ranges of from three to five miles, but 
cannot be trained upon first-line trenches 
of the enemy, for the latter are too near 
their own fire trenches. It is generally 
used for objects one or two miles distant. 
Next, in the third line trench, is the 
heavy ordnance. This can shoot seven or 
eight miles, but is more effective at four 
Both clpsses of hatteries are used to 
make "curtains" to prevent supporting 
forces reaching the first-line trenches ol 
the enemy. Far in rear are the monster 
siege guns, which can shoot ten, fifteen. 
or nineteen miles. 
Artillerymen take 
turns with their batteries—resting in can- 
tonments and then working.

CONFIDENCE IN FLOATING.

The fact that the human 
body must float when there is any air 
in the lungs has 
been 
established by 
physical laws, specifically the relative 
specific gravities of water and the human 
body. Hence in tlnue feet of water it 
is easy to have a olnts rest back in the 
•water where they may at any time reacli 
down and support themselves on the bot- 
tom of the tank. 


In 
teaching 
floating one thing es- 
pecially must be remembered. 
While 
it is true that the human body must 
float in thp water it is also a. fact that 
any part of the body out of the water 
has a tendency of forcing down the rest 
of the body. The human head weighs 
on an average thirty-five pounds when 
out of the water.

Aftpr a bit the class is instructed to 
roll over and on their stomachs In the 
water take deep breaths and submerge 
their heads exhalinpr slowly as in the pre- 
vious land drill.

Then with the hands on the bottom of 
the tank and the body flat on the water 


still stomach down the class is told that 
it Is about to learn to float face down.

the 
water in the recovery. The arms are

For the carrying out ot the contract 
for the diipos.il ot garbage for a 
monthly consideration of $1350, the

Then Strong came back and I 
had a call. Out on our road aways, 
I distinguished something ahead of 
me in the road and slowed up There 
was a large hole in the road which 
had been made since Strong: came 
back to headquarters.

found mud on top of my hood the 
next morning. 


The shelling lasted only while w e 


were driving and it was quiet while 
we slept.

.district as allowed and the commission intimated 
that it would approve the increases asked on coal, 
coke and iron, if the carriers file new tariffs to this 
effect. Inasmuch as about one fourth of the freight 
~6~f the country falls under class rates, the commis- 
sion has allowed the railroads approximately a four 
-percent increase in their gross receipts. 


The decision of the commission indicates that the 


railroads have been required to prove by specific 
evidence that their requests for increases in rates 
are just. Only where they were able to demonstrate 
"to the commission, by presenting actual facts of 
operating costs and revenues, that they were en 
.titled to charge more for hauling freight was their 
prayer granted. General speculation as to future 
'costs of operation and dark financial days for the 
roads was not sufficient. 


This policy of the commission appears to be prac- 


•tieal. Chairman Thelen of the State Kailroad 
Com- 


mission has informed the agents of the roads asking 
for increases for intrastate traffic that they must 
also present specific proof of their need for the in- 
creases if the.y expect them to be allowed.

TOKYO, June 30.—That the men who 


shape the destinies of the Japanese Em- 
pire In the present crisis are alive to 
the possible danger of the development 
of a disordered political opinion' concern- 
ing the present Japanese system of gov- 
ernment was evidenced by. the address 
which Premier Count Teraiichi delivered 
before the" annual conference of the pre- 
fectural govenors. Although the premier 
did not specifically name Russia he made 
a. clear allusion to the Russian revolution 
and to a tendency of some Japanese pub- 
licists to attack their own fundamentals 
of government. 


"Our Empire." said the Premier, "is 


ruled, by .an'unbroken line of Emperors, 
and'the': relation of sovereigns and sub- 
jects, determined at the beginning, wiU 
last forever: Such is the essence of our 
nations'1 policy of which we are justly 
proud in :i2e face of the whole world." 


The premier /"-^".ared that care should 


be taken to nourish the spirit of public 
devotion by pointing out the path of loy- 
alty and filial piety. Those charged with 
the important task of education should 
set-the minds' of the people in the right 
direction.- He added.: 


"It 5s, however, to'be deeply regretted 


that the.atmosphere in our world of cur- 
rent rlipriission is of late more or less 
charged with a spirit of careless aoatiuou- 
ment. There are people who take pleas- 
ure in voicing extreme views. There is 
even danger of mistaken views being 
aired concerning the basic principles of 
our political system and reflections made 
derogatory to the dignity of the Imperial 
House." 
The premier continued: ' "The freedom 


of speech should of course be respected, 
but it is necessary that strict measures 
should be taken to prevent the publica- 
tion of matters calculated to undermine 
the national polity or. disturb the order 
and peace, or to poison public morals. 
Particularly regrettable is the fact that 
slice last winter our periodical literature 
has not seldom-been-marked with discus- 
sion of the political changes That have 
recently taken place 'in some foreign 
countries with pointed references to the 
fundamentals; of., our political system. It 
is Incumbent upon the prefectural author- 
ities to exercise careful judgment in "this 
respect and miss no opportunity of tak- 
ing such measures as may best conduce 
to the maintenance of peace and order." 


Speaking of the war. again;, the pre- 


mier said: "We'have faihtfully done our 
part of the common war by rendering to 
our allies all the assistance, and services 
demanded of us by humanity and obliga- 
tion 
Referring ta China.-he said: "The 


question of China's joining the war is 
very complicated and remains to be de- 
cided. The imperial government has all 
the while consistently -maintained an at- 
titude of neighborly friendship toward 
China—an attitude which it Is our inten- 
ton to uphold to the best of our ability."
